taliation, 


"And. whereas, his majesty

heretofore decided to adopt farther 
measures in order to prevent commo-] 
dities of any kind from reaching orj 
leaving 
Germany, 
although

measures will be enforced without 
risk to neutral ships or to neutral 
or noncombatant life and in strict 
observance of the dictates of human* 
ity. 


"And, whereas, the allies of h«J 


majesty are associated with him in 
the steps now to be announced for 
restricting further the commerce ot 
Germany, his majesty is therefore, 
pleased by, and with the advice of 
his privy council to order and it ia 
hereby ordered, as follows: 


"First—No merchant vessel whicft 


sailed from her port of departure 
after March 1, 1915, shall be allowed 
to proceed on her voyabJe to anj; 
German port. Unless tliis vessel re- 
ceives a pass enabling her to proceed 
to some neutral or allied pott to b« 
named in the pass, the goods on' 
board any such vessel must be dis- 
charged in a British port and placed 
in custody of the marshal of the prtta 
court.

and detraction. The occasion that 
called lor his denunciation ol this 
crime he said was a most cruel and 
infamously false report 
concerning 


some of the very best young women 
in the city, and the involving of the 
names of two clergymen one 
who 


was formerly an assistant of Father 
3'Boylan and another who is btill 
lis absistant. The speaker gave the 
law of the church as to the necessity 
of making full reparation tor the in- 
jury done before forgiveness can be 
obtained from God, and quoted sev- 
iral texts of Scripture bearing on the 
same obligation and clearly proving 
what God demanded of the slanderer 
and the punishment to be inflicted m 
the next world on those who 
shall 


not make full amends for this sm; 
and in the next place he showed the 
dangers those guilty of such a crime 
expose themselves to 
He pointed 


out the law of Moses in regard to 
the dreadful crime of calumny and 
illustrated this by several examples 
especially in the csse of the chaste 
Susanna, whose detractors were con- 
demned to the death that she was 
subjpct to had she been guilty of 
the crime of which these wicked eld- 
ers charged her. He also referred to 
liow the court in certain states of the 
Union acquitted men who avenged 
themselves on those who attempted 
to destroy the good name of their 
wives and daughters and how every 
high minded person generally sym- 
pathized with the man who was car- 
ried away with passion at the sight 
of his injured family. 
The moral 


assassin who takes away the

fame of a chaste woman is guilty of 
a greater, crime than he who slays

The speaker said 
that while the law of Moses was no 
longer recognized, it seems that it 
was nothing but the expression of 
human nature which seeks to remove 
the cause of an outrage 
that de- 


stroys not only the peace of the fam- 
ily and the community in which one 
lives, but robs a 
woman of that 


which is dearer to her than life it- 
self. 
Hence, the speaker 
warned 


people to guard themsehes against 
the foul crime of calumny and 
de- 


traction and to avoid as a leper any- 
one guilty of such a. vice. The speak- 
er promised to treat 
the 
subject 


more fully on next Thursday 
even- 


ing. It may not be out of place to 
add that the parent* of the injured 
young women as well as others are 
investigating the charges and have 
already gotten a clue on several wo- 
men and some men who have been 
busy spreading the lying reports and 
as soon as sufficient evidence can be 
obtained for specific charges, crimin- 
al prosecution will be commenced in 
the courts. 
It is certainly a sad 


state ot affairs in this city, Father 
O'Boylan 
said, 
when 
wives 
and 


daughters whose lives are absolute- 
ly above reproach are not permitted 
to leave the city for a few weeks 
without incurring the damnable sus- 
picion of malicious 
and 
salacious 


minds and hearts. The rector of St. 
Francis de Sales church went so far 
in his impassioned discourse as to 
say that he would like to have a law 
by which they could brand the faces 
of the wicked women who conceived 
those false reports and send them 
clown to their graves with the letters 
S and L burned into their cheeks 
so that all would recognize them as 
slanderers and liars 
And as for the 


man who would take part 
in 
the 


same malevolent crime, 
he 
would 


not blame the incensed

brother who would cripple for life 
the scoundrel who would be guilty 
of such, if satisfaction could be had 
no other way. He said this was not 
the teaching of Christ or the church, 
but it was the old law of Moses and 
of Nature that passion and outrage 
fall for so often when the civil law 
fails to carry justice.

In Milady's Boudoir

MILADY'S FEET. 


The return of the short skirt and 


the popularity of the modern, dances 
have'called the feet into proinineh'ce 
again and, therefore, every woman 
will want, this Spring, to have shape- 
ly feet and ankles. 


Exercise and massage will do 


much for unshapely ankles. It must 
be understood, however, that if the 
bone is large nothing can be done, 
.while it is a simple matter to remove 
flesh. 
It will only require twenty 


•or thirty minutes each day to exer- 
cise the ankles so that they will be- 
come slender and shapely. 
. First, remove the shoes and stock- 
ings and sit with .one knee crossed 
over the other. Now move the foot 
about in a circle, using the ankle 
joint only. When you become tired 
move the foot up and down until 
fatigued, and then change to 
the 


other foot. 
Another effective ex- 


ercise is to stand on both feet and 
turn the feet from srde to side at 
the ankle. 


To improve the contour of the foot 


it is necessary to -pay attention to 
the corns, calluses 
and 
enlarged 


joints. Be quite sure that you wear 


well-fitted shoes, for there must be 
no pressure' against any one part of 
the foot. 


When the outline of the foot is 


affected by callouses the process of 
removal is simple, but requires time. 
First soak the feet 
well in hot 


water, then, after they are dried, rub 
the callouses until the skin peels. If 
any of this dead skin can ,be removed 
by cutting with the .scissors -do so, 
but be extremely careful that you 
do not injure the tender flesh be- 
neath. 


If the callouses are 
painful 
I 


would apply simple tincture of iodine 
daily.' This will cause the surface to 
peel and will prevent a further ac- 
:cumlation of dead skin. - 


It is impossible to restore an en- 


large joint to its normal side, but 
you can improve the shape of the foot 
by placing a wedge of absorbent cot- 
ton or soft paper between the first 
and second toes. This will bring the 
toe into line with the balance of the 
foot. 


When buying shoes /be sure to 


select a last that will not accentuate 
the enlarged joint. The long, nar- 
row vamps with pointed toe should 
be avoided.

TRAFFIC STOPPED 


ABOUT TWO HOURS 


BY SUBWAY FIRE 


New York, March 15.—Fire early 


today in the new subway under con- 
struction on Seventh avenue between 
42nd and 45th streets, 
filled 
the 


streets with smoke, tied up 
traffic 


on a portion of the old Broadway 
subway and some of the 
adjacent 


surface lines, and drove hundreds of 
guests from the hotels 
clustering 


about Times Square. The fire was 
discovered at 3:10 a. m. and two 
hours elapsed before it was brought 
under control and service was re- 
sumed on the various transportation 
lines. 


The fire was attributed to a short

AIRSHIP PLANTS 


FOR GOVERNMENT

Washington March 10.—Congres- 


sional approval is all tliut is needed 
for the establishment ot government 
aeroplanes manufacturing plants at 
Philadelphia and 
New York 
plans 


for such factories "have been prepar- 
pared by the navy department, each 
to cost about $30,000 and each capa- 
ble of turning out tuo or three ma- 
chines a month at a cost of about 
$6,000 apiece. 


Though the war department some 


years ago purchased a small dirigi- 
ble baloon, army aviation 
officials 


have never felt warranted in devel- 
oping that type of aircratt and have 
concentrated all their efforts on the 
aeroplane. 
The navy, however, 
is 


about to embark on a set of experi- 
ments to determine the availability 
of the dirigible for use on shipboard. 
The ability of this kind ot aircraft to 
hover for long periods over one spot, 
such as the entrance to a harbor or 
near a parent battleship is believed 
to be a valuable feature. 


Specifications have been prepared 


for such a machine upon which pro- 
posals will be invited. By compari- 
son with the giant Zeppelins of Ger- 
many, this will be a miniature, air- 
craft.

Lincoln Beachey was regarded as 


he most skillful and daring of Amer- 
ican aviators.
